Food For Peace 


HISTORY HAS SHOWN that war and rebellion have frequently been 
the direct result of lack of food. People who are hungry are desperate 
and are willing to attempt any means of improving their conditions, mak- 
ing them a ready prey for unscrupulous leaders and distorted idealogies. 
It is now recognized that one way to keep peace among the nations is to 
ensure equitable distribution of food in every part of the world, at prices 
which will make it available to all levels of the population. With this end 
in view, the United Nations’ Food and Agriculture Organization, which 
has proved so far to be one of the most active of the United Nations’ 
organizations has proposed an international granary to be administered 
by a permanent world food board, combining the work now carried on by 
U.N.R.R.A. and the international emergency food council.

e It is proposed that world food prices could be 
Stable Prices stabilized by such a board if minimum and maxi- 
mum prices were set on foods on a basis of the fn- 
Are Proposed ticipated supply and demand. In the case of any 
commodity being in excessive supply, and the price falling below the mini- 
mum, the board could buy it up, until the price was stabilized. In reverse, 
it could place on the market additional supplies of foods whose prices had 
risen above the maximum. It is-also proposed that the board should 
organize a six to twelve months’ food reserve, to be used in case of crop 
failures should any one commodity be produced in such quantity as to 
threaten the world balance, the board would have the power to set export 
quotas between the producing nations. Funds would be necessary for the 
operation of a board of this nature and it was suggested that these could 
be raised, in part, at least by contributions from the nations benefitting 


from its services.

The' trained personnal of The Salva- 
tion Army and its institutional facti- 
ities for those of all ages and both 
sexes will be available to uuits. 

“A portion of the $2,000,000 fumd it 
is hoped to raise in Home Front Ap- 
peal campaigns across Canada this 
year is to be applied to Rural Service 
extension,” said Col, Tutte. 

In more than 360 districts the Ap- 
peal is now being held. Preliminary 
reports indicates very satisfactory 
publiciy support by newspaper editors 
and radio stations and to them Col, 
Tutte expressed his deep thanks, 

“Financial help for The Salvation 
Army’s work comes largely from the 
professional and working classes, 
there being few large donars of 
funds,” he said. To all who have help- 
ed or will help we are truly grateful, 
with Salvation Army humanitarian 
activities being carried on at an an- 
nual loss now exceeding, $1,000,000 I 
cen assure sipporters that they are 
sharing ix work that is of great social 
importance to Canada,”
